and Sleeth. 


Dr. Ry land T. Brown died of heart 
disease at his home, in Indianapolis, last 
Friday afternoom, aged 8 3 y ears. 
He 
has been in bad health for sev eral weeks, 
and his death at an early day has been 
regarded 
as 
almost 
inev itable. 
The 
fu neral took place at that city , Monday , 
Eider D. R. Van Bu skirk officiating. 
There are few people in Ru sh cou nty 
v ho did not either know or know of 
him. 
In early day s he was a familiar 
figu re in this section, which, as a land 
locator and su rv ey or, he trav elled in 
ev ery direction and stu died in detail. 
He was born in Mason cou nty , Ky ., 
Oct. 5 , 18 07 . 
W ithin a y ear the family 
remov ed 
to 
Clermont 
cou nty , 
O., 
where he attended the first free school 
west of the Alleghenies. 
They rem ain­ 
ed u ntil 18 21. 
When he was thirteen 
y ears old his parents came to Ru sh 
cou nty to make it their home. 
At the 
age of twenty , Ry land stu died medicine, 
attended lectu res at Cincinnati, took 
his degree from the Ohio Medical Col­ 
lege, and began practice at Conners- 
v ille in 18 32. 
In 18 14 
he 
entered 
Wabash College, and gradu ated as a 
Master of Arts in 18 5 0. 
Eight y ears 
later he accepted the chair of Natu ral 
Science in the Northwestern Christian 
Univ ersity , and was one of its first tru s­ 
tees. 
He was at one time State Geolo­ 
gist, and has filled other positions. 
He 
was a Baptist, bu t espou sing the teach­ 
ings of Alex ander Campbell, was ex pell* 
ed. He became one of the first Disciple 
preachers, and has contribu ted a large 
share to the su ccess and growth of that 
denomination in Indiana. 
Politically , he began as an 
activ e 
Abolitionist. 
In 
18 5 6 , he aided 
in 
organizing the Repu blican party in In­ 
diana. 
Alway s an ardent temperance 
man. he early attached himself to the 
Prohibition, au d has been a conspicu ­ 
ou s member of it. 
He was a good writer, and the au thor 
of a tex t book cr two. 
A great part of 
his writing has been done for the press. 
In an address which he 
deliv ered 
after he had passed his eightieth y ear 
he say s of himself : 
“ What I hav e done in the way of 
scientific attainments is chiefly the re­ 
su lt of a carefu l appropriation of the 
fragments of time which occu r in ev ery 
¿¡ctiv e life, and which as a general ru le 
are wasted; and this carefu l appropria­ 
tion of time, together with a fix ed pu r­ 
pose and an indomitable will to do some­ 
thing and be something more than a 
cipher in the world, were the 
secret 
springs that mov ed a poor 
Hoosier 
orphan, withou t other means, to thru st 
himself forward to the notice of society , 
and lead to some degree of su ccess in se­ 
cu ring this notice; and I say this, not 
to secu re the applau se of those who 
are wont to flatter ‘self made m en,’ for 
the du ll ear of fou r-score is, or ou ght to 
be, proof against flattery ; bu t I say it 
for the benefit of y ou ng people who are 
lamenting the want of means to gratify 
a lau dable ambition to acqu ire knowl­ 
edge and achiev e an honorable distinc­ 
tion in society ; and to su ch my adv ice is, 
economize time and u se the means with­ 
in y ou r reach, and each su ccessfu l step 
forward will make the nex t ou e easier; 
and nev er say ‘it is too late to learn.* ”

SENATOR RECK. 
W ash ing t o n , May 5. —Senator James 
B. Beck, of Kentu cky, dropped dead in 
the Baltimore and Potomac station at 4 
o’clock Satu rday afternoon. 
He had 
ju st arrived on the limited express from 
New York, and was accompanied by his 
dau ghter, Mrs. Goodloe, wife of Maj. 
Goodloe, of the United States marine 
corps. He got off the train with the rest of 
the passengers, walked with his dau gh­ 
ter the entire length of the platform 
and thr ou gh the gate leading to the sta­ 
tion proper. 
He seemed to walk with an effort and 
breathe with labor, bu t these symptoms 
were the u su al accompaniments of exer­ 
tion with him for some months past. 
After passing into the station the sena­ 
tor and his dau ghter stopped and were 
joined by his private secretary, who had 
brou ght a carriage to take them home. 
A few words were exchanged with re­ 
gard to the care of baggage, when the 
senator su ddenly tu rned pale and with 
the remark, “I feel dizzy." fell into the 
arms of his companions. They cou ld 
not su pport his weight, and he dropped 
to the floor, where he swooned away. 
His dau ghter was natu rally alarmed 
and screamed for help. 
Willing hands 
were nu merou s, as 
the station was 
crowded at the time, and the limp and 
helpless body was home into the office 
of the station-master, abou t twenty feet 
away. 
Great excitement 
ensu ed, and al­ 
thou gh it was apparent that the senator 
was dead, half a dozen messengers were 
immediately dispatched for physicians, 
and all the remedies at hand were ap- 
i)lied, bu t to no effect. Dr. Chamber- 
ain was the first physician to arrive, 
and he was soon followed by Dr. Wells 
and others, bu t there was "nothing for 
them to do except to examine the body 
to determine the cau se of death. 
A 
su perficial examination only was possi­ 
ble at the time, bu t this was su fficient to 
Satisfy the physicians that death resu lted 
from paralysis of the heart. The news 
was telegraphed to the capitol, and su b­ 
sequ ently spread like wildfire to all sec­ 
tions 
of 
the city. 
Representatives 
Breckinridge, Caru th, Stone and others 
of the Kentu cky congressional delega­ 
tion repaired to the station at once and 
arranged for the removal of the remains 
to a more su itable place. 
The body of Senator Beck was re­ 
moved from the station to the hou se of 
Representative 
Breckinridge of Ken­ 
tu cky on Capitol Hill. The remains 
were taken in charge by Undertaker 
Barker and later in the evening were 
embalmed. Maj. and Mrs. Goodloe, the 
son-in-law and dau ghter of Mr. Beck, 
have expressed a willingness to leave all 
arrangements for the fu neral in the 
hands of the Kentu cky delegation in 
congress. The body will be removed to 
Lexington, Ky., Senator Beck's home, 
and will be interred there where his 
wife and one dau ghter lie bu ried. 
Mr. 
Be?k left a son named George, who at 
Srbsent is somewhere in Wyoming, bu t 
(le telegraph has been pu t to u se and lie 
will be informed of his father's death. 
The only other child left by Mr. Beck is 
his dau ghter, Mrs. Goodloe. 
senator Beck was bora in Scotland, 
Feb. IB, 18 22, and coming to this cou n­ 
try as a you th, gradu ated in law at 
Transylvania u niversity, Lexington, Kv., 
in 1846. He practiced law in Kentu cky 
for many years and held no office u ntil 
be was elected to congress in 18 69. 
He 
remained a member of the hou se of rep­ 
resentatives for eight years when he was 
elected to the senate. 
He took his seat 
in the senate March 5, 18 77, and he was 
twice re-elected. 
In the senate Mr. Beck was for many 
years a member of the committee on ap­ 
propriations and 
the 
committee on 
finance and he was admittedly the best 
informed Democrat in the senate on the 
tariff qu estion and always a leader in the 
debates on silver. 
Senator Beck had not been regu lar in 
his attendance u pon the sessions of the 
senate for two years, and was in his seat 
bu t a few times this congress. The last 
legislation of general importance with 
which he was connected was the “u n­ 
dervalu ation bill,*' which passed the 
senate in March, 18 8 8 . He worked on 
that measu re with constant devotion, 
says Senator Allison, who was associated 
with him u ntil it was disposed of. 
One 
morning shortly afterwards he came 
into the room of the appropriations com­ 
mittee saying he had been sick the night 
before and was not then feeling well. 
That was the first time he had been 
known to be sick, and from that time 
forward he was never a well man again. 
Du ring the debate that occu rred on 
the tariff bill that was reported to the 
senate as a su bstitu te for the Mills bill 
he was not able to take a part, and his 
absence was a great lose to the Demo­ 
cratic ranks. He was not able to be 
present at the opening of the special ses­ 
sion of the senate in March, 18 8 9, and 
was sworn in by President pro tern. In­ 
galls some days afterward. He visited 
the capitol occasionally since the open­ 
ing of the Fifty-first congress, bu t took 
no part in the proceedings except to vote. 
His last appearance in the senate cham­ 
ber was on the day the case of the new 
Montana senators, Sau nders and Pow­ 
ers, was settled. 
At 4:30 Senator Harris sent to the desk 
of the presiding officer of the senate and 
had read a bu lletin reading: “Senator 
Beck dropped dead in the Baltimore and 
Potomac 
depot.” The annou ncement 
cau sed a great shock in the chamber, 
and Senator Harris said; “In view of 


th e sad news contained m rnai annou nce­ 
ment, I move that the senate do now 
adjou rn." The motion was agreed to, 
and the senators gathered in knots to 
discu ss the startling event. 
All abou t the capital were heard the 
most sincere and earnest expressions of 
regret. Mr. Beck was extremely popu ­ 
lar with the members of the senate and 
its emplqyes and officers alike. He had 
man)’ warm friends on the Repu blican 
side of the chamber and no enemies. 
The death of Mr. Beck has started 
discu ssion on the qu estion of his su c­ 
cessor in the senate. Mr. Carlisle is *by 
common consent conceded to be the 
most prominent 
Kentu ckian for the 
place, bu t there are a nu mber of Demo­ 
crats who do not approve of his transfer 
from the hou se, where he is, and has 
been su ch a leading figu re. The names 
of Col. Breckinridge, ex-Goveraor Mc- 
Creary, Governor S. B. Bu ckner, James 
A. McKenzie, J. Proctor Knott and 
Ju dge William Lindsay were mentioned 
in this connection. 


THE FUNERAL IN WASHINGTON. 


Serv ices O v er th e Sena tor's R em a in s a t 
th e C a p itol Building :. 
W ash ing t o n , May 6.—Shortly after 
10 o'clock Tu esday morning the remains 
of Senator James Bu rnie Beck, accom­ 
panied by the congressional committee, 
arrived at the Capitol. The carriages 
drew u p at the foot of the marble stair­ 
way at the east front of the Capitol. 
The members of the committees ar­ 
ranged themselves on either side of the 
steps. 
The casket was then taken from the 
hearse and carried by eight of the cap­ 
itol police to the marble room preceded 
by the committee, headed by Senators 
Blackbu rn and Evarts. The casket was 
placed in the center of the marble room 
and the committee retired, leaving the 
active pallbearers to act as the gu ard of 
honor. The casket was then opened and 
the doors of the marble room were 
thrown open to the pu blic for an hou r 
and a half. 
At 1:08 o'clock the fu neral procession 
was annou nced by a single tap of the 
presiding officer's gavel. 
The assem­ 
blage arose and remained standing as 
they entered. 
Dr. Bu tler and Dr. Bu l­ 
lock preceeded the cortege, the honorary 
pallbearers following them. 
Eight capitol policemen 
followed, 
bearing the casket, behind which walked 
Maj. and Mrs. Goodloe, and friends of 
the family. The casked was placed in 
front of the presiding officer's desk. At 
the sou nd of the gavel the assemblage 
was seated and Dr. Bu llock read the 
ninetieth Psalm, which he followed with 
a brief prayer. 
Dr. Bu tler then read from the fifteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians. The read­ 
ing was followed by prayer. 
At the conclu sion of the prayer, the 
fu neral cortege again formed, and at 
1:30 left the senate chamber in the order 
in which it had entered. The president 
and his cabinet followed immediately, 
then the su preme cou rt ju stices, the 
members of the diplomatic corps, and 
the members of the hou se representa­ 
tives. 
At the conclu sion of the ceremonies in 
the senate chamber the remains were 
taken direct to the railroad station where 
they wexe plac ed on the special train. 
Thè congressional representatives fol­ 
lowed the hearse to the station, walking 
in dou ble file. They were followed by 
members of the family and a nu mber of 
senators and representatives 
in car­ 
riages. 
On reaching the station the committee 
and members of the hou se and senate 
arranged themselves in two rows and 
stood with bowed heads while the fu ner­ 
al cortage passed. They then proceeded 
into dou ble file to the train. 
The fu neral train, which consists of 
three vestibu le coaches and compart­ 
ment and baggage car, left here via the 
Chesai>eake and Ohio railroad, at 3 
o’clock. Abou t forty friends and rela­ 
tives accompanied "the remains. 
The 
whole Kentu cky delegation in congress, 
with the exception of Representatives 
Goodnight and Ellis, were of the party. 
The tram goes direct to Lexington.

T hey R efuse to M a ke R etu rn s to th e A sses­ 
sors. a nd W ill B e P rosecu ted . 
Indianap o l is 
, Ind., May 5.—Members 
of the Farmers’ Alliance in some sec­ 
tions of the state are giving the assessors 
a good deal of trou ble by refu sing to 
answer statistical qu estions su bmitted 
by the bu reau of statistics. In Grant 
cou nty the farmers have refu sed to give 
any information on su bjects of crops, 
live stock and the like, and the refu sal 
is so general that the assessors are not 
collecting any information at all. 
The action of the farmers is taken in 
accordance with a resolu tion adopted by 
the Alliance, the matter being discu ssed 
in one of the meetings and concert of ac­ 
tion agreed u pon. They say that the 
pu rpose of gathering the statistics is to 
enable specu lators to make prices on 
grain and stock, and thu s inju re the 
farmer. Statistician Peelehas instru cted 
the au ditor of Grant cou nty to have the 
assessors take the names of farmers re­ 
fu sing the information, in order that 
they may be presented to the grand 
ju ry. The maximu m fine is $1,000, and 
ail refu sing the information will be 
prosecu ted.

Demo crats, o nly two o f who m sho wed 
any dispo sitio n to vo te fo r any ex ten­ 
sio n o f the pensio n laws.

There were addresses ap­ 
pro priate to the o ccasio n, by membeis 
o f the Faculty , and representatives o f 
the vario us classes fro m ’89 to ’9 6. That 
o f Dr. J o hn Clark Ridpath dwelt upo n 
the value o f histo ry , what is valuable in 
histo ry , and discussed the questio n o f 
“ Ho w shall we perserve o ur lo cal his­ 
to ry ?” This he answered by sug g est­ 
ing fo ur metho ds o f marking po ints o f 
g reat lo cal histo rical interest, viz.: by 
means o f statues, tablets, pillars o r 
arches, and trees. His arg ument in favo r 
o f o ne o r all o f these to fix fo r po sterity 
the mo st no table lo al events and places 
was elo quent and wo rthy o f being acted 
upo n in every to wn and co unty in the 
State. 
He said, in part : 
In the first place, there must be so me­ 
thing to preserve. 
Only a mo dicum o f 
what we do in this wo rld is wo rth 
a memo ry . 
It may be truthfully said 
that o ne-half o f all the thing s do ne by 
o ur feeble hands and brains are no t in­ 
teresting even to o urselves. 
Three- 
fo urths o f the remaining half are no t in­ 
teresting to any bo dy but o urselves; and 
five-six ths o f all the rest are no t events 
at all, but o nly o ccurrences. * * * But 
there is a certain part o f o ur deeds, as 
well as a certain part o f o urselves, that 
o ug ht to live, at least fo r a seaso n. 
Ho w 
to aid in the preservatio n o f this better 
part o f thing s is a subject wo rthy o f o ur 
mo st tho ug htful co nsideratio n. * * * So 
far as my kno wledg e ex tends, there has 
never been in the wo rld a civilized 
peo ple so utterly indifterent to its repu­ 
tatio n with po sterity as are we o f the 
United States. * * * j can think o f no 
o ther peo ple, ancient o r mo dern, who 
have manifested bo little interest to 
transmit a favo rable memo ry to the 
ag es fo llo wing . 
Many o f the haif-cizil- 
ized inhabitants o f 
the wo rld have 
tho ug ht it wo rth while to set up memo r­ 
ials, to buiid mo numents, and to ado pt 
o ther means o f co mmemo rating them­ 
selves with their descendants; but this 
so rdid, material, muck-raking American 
natio n appears to care no thing at all fo r 
its fame hereafter. 
Thing s still mo re 
severe mig ht be truthfully said o f us 
and o ur ambitio ns; but I fo rbear, and 
pass to the citatio n o f so me particulars 
to which, wo uld we attend, we mig ht 
impro ve o ur g o o d name with after times.

The Ta riff on Wools. 


[ America n Protective Ta riff Lea gue.] 
The tariff on foreign wool* has alway s 
been a fav orite p ointof attack with those 
who seek to break clown the p rotectiv e 
sy stem. 
Thev seem nev er to hav e for­ 
gotten the adv ice of their p atron saint, 
Richard Cobden, to concentrate their 
attacks u p on some single p oint, as, this 
gained, fu rther conqu est will be fou nd 
all the easier. 
Bu t in demanding rep eal of the wool 
tariff the free trade attorney is comp elled 
to ignore the sy mp athy at other times 
affected for the farmer, and to shat his 
ey es to the fact that three-fou rths cf the 
wool-growers of the cou ntry are farmers, 
holding sheep as a p ortion of their farm 
equ ip ment. 
And in this inconsistency 
he ex p oses the fact that his p lea for free 
wool—like that for other so-called raw 
materials—is bu t a v eiled attack u p on 
the whole sy stem of p rotection to do­ 
mestic indu stries. 
While the flock owner is p ointed to 
the low p rices of wools as p roof that the 
tariff is of no benefit to him, ev ery other 
man who is su p p osed to hav e an interest 
in making wool cheap er than it is now 
is asked to v ote to p u t wool on the free 
list u nder assu rance that it is the tariff 
that keep s p rices at p resent 
The only consistency to be fou nd in this 
lies in the desire to break down the p ro­ 
tectiv e p olicy , and to attain that end by 
confu sing v oters who may be honestly en­ 
deav oring to determine what is for their 
best interests. 
Foreign wools a re esp ecially menacing 
to the bu siness of the domestic flock 
owner by reason of the facility with 
which they can be transp orted and the 
safety and economy of storage while 
awaiting the conv enience of p u rchasers. 
Add to this the admitted adv antage of 
an adequ ate home su p p ly , and the farm­ 
er’s right to equ al p rotection with his 
fellow citizens in other callings, and 
there remains no argu ment against the 
ex isting wool tariff ou tside of that fav or­ 
ing the remov al of all p rotectiv e du ties.

A SERMON FOR WORKERS 


REV. DR. TALMAGE PREACHES ELO­ 


Q UEN TLY TO BUSINESS MEN. 


His Text Taken from J ob: “ I Am Es­ 
caped with the Skin of My Teeth.’* 
Weary Laborers Can Find 
Peace in 
God’s Haven. 


‘ B roo k ly n , May 4 .— After the Long- 
meter 
Dox ology 
and 
appropriate 
hy mns had been sung by the congre­ 
gation, in the Academy of Music, and 
pray ers had been offered, Dr. Talmage 
preached on “Narrow Escapes,” taking 
as his tex t Job x ix , 20: “I am escaped 
with the skin of my teeth.” Following 
is his sermon in full: 
Job had it hard. 
What with boils 
and bereavement and bankruptcy , and 
a fool of a wife, he wished he was 
dead; and I do not blame him. His 
flesh was gone, and his bones were dry . 
His teeth wasted away until nothing 
but the enamel seemed left. 
He cries 
out, “I am escaped with the skin of 
my teeth.” There has been some dif­ 
ference of opinion about this passage. 
St. Jerome and Schultens, and Drs. 
Good and Poole and Barnes, have all 
tried their forceps on Job’s teeth. You 
deny my interpretation, and say , 
“What did Job know about the en­ 
amel of the teeth?” He knew every ­ 
thing about it. 
Dental surgery is al­ 
most as old as the earth. The mum­ 
mies of Egy pt, thousands of y ears old, 
are found today with gold "filling in 
their teeth. 
Ovid and Horace and 
Solomon and Moses wrote about these 
important factors of the body . To 
other provoking complaints, Job, I 
think, has added an ex asperating 
toothache, 
and 
putting his hand 
against the inflamed face, he say s, “I 
am escaped with the skin of my teeth.v 
NARROW ESCAPES. 
A very narrow escape, y ou say , for 
Job’s body and soul; but there are 
thousands of men who make just as 
narrow escape for their soul. There 
was a time when the partition between 
them and ruin was no thicker than a 
tooth’s enamel; but as Job finally es­ 
caped, so have they . Thank Godl 
Thank God! 
Paul ex presses the same idea by a 
different figure when he say s that soma 
people are “saved as by fire.” A vessel 
at sea is in flames. 
You go to the 
stern of the vessel. The boats have 
shoved off. The flames advance; y ou 
can endure the heat no longer on y our 
face. / You slide down on the side of 
the vessel, and hold on with y our 
fingers until the forked tongue of the 
fire begins to lick the back of y our 
hand, and y ou feel that y ou must fall, 
wheh one of the lifeboats comes back, 
and the passengers say they think they 
have room for one more. The boat 
swings under y ou—y ou drop into it— 
y ou are saved. So some men are pur­ 
sued by temptation until they are par­ 
tially consumed, but, after all, get off 
— “saved as by fire.” But I like the 
figure of Job a little better than that 
of Paul, because the pulpit has not 
worn it out ; and I want to show y ou, 
if God will help, that some men make 
narrow escape for their souls, and are 
saved as “ with the skin of their teeth.” 
It is as easy for some people to look 
to the cross as for y ou to look to this 
pulpit. 
Mild, gentle, tractable, lov­ 
ing» y °u ex pect them to become Chris­ 
tians. 
You go over to the store and 
say : “Grandon joined the church y es­ 
terday .” Your business comrades say : 
“That is just what might have been 
ex pected; he alway s was of that turn 
of mind.” In y outh this person whom 
I describe was alway s good. He never 
broke tilings. He never laughed when 
it was improper to laugh. 
At 7 he 
could sit an hour in church, perfectly 
q uiet, looking neither to the right 
hand nor to the left, but straight into 
the ey es of the minister, as though he 
understood the whole discussion about 
the eternal decrees. 
He never upset 
things nor lost them. 
He floated into 
the kingdom of God so gradually that 
it is uncertain just when the matter 
was decided. 
THE GOSPEL NET. 
Here is another one, who started in 
life with an uncontrollable spirit. He 
kept the nursery in an uproar. 
His 
mother found him walking on the 
edge of the house roof to see if he could 
balance himself. 
There was no horse 
that he dared not ride—no tree he 
could not climb. 
His boy hood was a 
long series of predicaments; his man­ 
hood was reckless; his midlife very 
way ward. But now he is converted, 
and y ou go over to the store and say , 
“Arkwright joined the church y ester- 
iay .” Your friends say , “It is not 
possible! You must be joking.” You 
say , “No; I tell y ou the truth. 
He 
joined the church. ” Then they reply , 
“There is hope for any of us if old 
Arkwright has become a Christian!” 
In other words, we will admit that it 
is more difficult for some men to ac­ 
cept the Gospel than for others. 
I may be preaching to some who 
have cut loose from churches and 
Bibles and Sunday s, and who have 
come in here with no intention of be­ 
coming Christians themselves, but 
just to see what is going on; and y et 
y ou may find y ourself escaping, be­ 
fore y ou leave this house, as “with the 
skin of y our teeth.” I do not ex pect 
to waste this hour. I have seen boats 
go off from Cape May or Long Branch, 
and drop their nets, and after awhile 
come ashore pulling in the nets, with­ 
out having caught a single fish. It 
was not a good day , or they had not 
the right kind of a net. 
But we ex ­ 
pect no such ex cursion today . Ihe 
water is full of fish, the wind is in the 
right direction, the Gospel net is 
strong. Oh thou who didst help Si­ 


mon and Andrew to fish, show us to­ 
day how tb cast the net on the right 
side of the ship! 
Some of y ou, in coming to God, will 
liave to run against skeptical notions. 
It is useless for people to say sharp and 
cutting things to those who reject the 
Christian religion. I cannot say such 
things. By what process of tempta­ 
tion or trial or betray al y ou have come 
to y our present state, I know not. 
There are two gates to y our nature: 
the gate of the head, and the gate of 
the heart. The gate of y our head is 
locked with bolts and bars that an arch­ 
angel could not break, but the gate of 
y our heart swings easily on its hinges. 
If I assaulted y our body with weapons, 
y ou would meet me with weapons, and 
it would be sword stroke for sword 
stroke, and wound for wound, and 
blood for blood; but if I come and 
knock at the door of y our house, y ou 
open it, and give me the best seat in 
y our parlor. 
If I should come at y ou 
now with an argument, y ou would 
answer me with an argument; if with 
sarcasm, y ou would answer me with 
sarcasm; blow for blow, stroke for 
stroke; but when I come and knock 
at the door of y our heart, y ou open it 
and say , “Come in. my brother, and 
tell me all y ou know about Christ and 
heaven.” 
THREE QUESTIONS. 
Listen to two or three q uestions: 
Are y ou as happy as y ou used to be 
when y ou believed in the truth of the 
Christian religion? Would y ou like 
to have y our children travel on in the 
road m which y ou are now traveling? 
You had a relative who professed to be 
a Christian, and was thoroughly con­ 
sistent, living and dy ing in the faith 
of the Gospel. Would y ou not like to 
live the same q uiet life, and die the 
same peaceful death? I » have a letter, 
sent me by one who has rejected the 
Christian religion. It say s: “I am old 
enough to know that the joy s and 
pleasures of life are evanescent, and 
to realize the fact that it must be com­ 
fortable in old age to believe in some­ 
thing relative to the future, and to 
have a faith in some sy stem that pro­ 
poses to save. I am free to confess that 
I would be happier if I could ex ercise 
the simple aud beautiful faith that is 
possessed by many whom I know. 
I 
am not willingly out of the church or 
out of the faith. 
My state of uncer­ 
tainty is one of unrest. Sometimes I 
doubt my immortality , and look upon 
the deathbed as the closing scene, after 
which there is nothing. W hat shall I 
do that I have not done?” 
A h! skepticism is a dark and doleful 
land. 
Let me say that this Bible is 
either true or false. 
If it be false, we 
are as well off as y ou; if it be true, 
then which of us is safer? 
Let me also ask whether y our trou­ 
ble has not been that y ou confounded 
Christianity with the inconsistent 
character of some who profess it. You 
are a lawy er. In y our profession there 
are mean and dishonest men. 
Is that 
any thing against the law? You are a 
doctor. 
There are unskilled and con 
temptible men in y our profession. 
Is 
that any thing against medicirte ? You 
are a merchant. There are thieves and 
defrauders in y our business. 
Is that 
any thing against merchandise? Be­ 
hold, then, the unfairness of charging 
upon Christianity the wickedness of 
its disciples. 
We admit some of the 
charges against those who profess re 
ligion. 
Some of the most gigantic swindles 
of the present day have been carried 
on by members of the church. 
There 
are men standing in the front rank in 
the churches who would not be trusted 
for five dollars without good collateral 
j security . 
They leave their business 
dishonesties in the vestibule of the 
church as they go in and sit at the 
communion. 
Having concluded the 
sacrament, they get up, wipe the wine 
from their lips, go out and take up 
their sins where they left off. To 
serve the devil is their regular work; 
to serve God, a sort of play spell. 
With a Sunday sponge they ex pect to 
wipe off from their business slate all 
the past week’s inconsistencies. 
You 
have no more right to take such a 
man’s life as a specimen of religion 
than y ou have to take the twisted irons 
and split timbers that lie on the beach 
at Coney Island as a specimen of an 
American ship. 
It is time that we 
draw a line between religion and the 
frailties of those who profess it. 
THE BIBLE IS THE BEST BOOK. 
Do y ou not feel that the Bible, take 
it all in all, is about the best book that 
the world has ever seen? Do y ou know 
any book that has as much in it? Do 
y ou not think, upon the whole, that 
its influence has been beneficent? 
I 
come to y ou with both hands ex tended 
toward y ou. 
In one hand I have the 
Bible, and in the other I have noth­ 
ing. This Bible in one hand I will sur­ 
render forever just as soon as in my 
other hand y ou can put a book that is 
better. Today I invite y ou back into 
the good old religion of y our fathers 
—to the God whom they worshiped, to 
the Bible they read, to the promises on 
which they leaned, to the cross on 
which they hung their eternal ex pec­ 
tations. 
You have not been happy a 
day since y ou swung off; y ou will 
not be happy a minute until y ou swing 
back. 
Again: There may be some of y ou 
who, in the attempt after a Christian 
life, will have to run against powerful 
passions and appetites. 
Perhaps it is 
a disposition to anger that y ou have to 
contend against, and perhaps, while in 
a very serious mood, y ou hear of some­ 
thing that makes y ou feel that y ou 
must swear or die. I know a Christian 
man who was once so ex asperatea that 
he said to a mean customer, “I cannot 
swear at y ou my self, for I am a mem­ 


ber of the church; but if y ou go down 
stairs my partner in business will 
swear at y ou.” All y our good resolu­ 
tions heretofore have been torn to tat­ 
ters by ex plosion of temper. 
Now 
there is no harm in getting mad if y ou 
only get mad at sin. You need to 
bridle and saddle those hot breathed 
passions, and with them ride down in­ 
justice and wrong. There are a thou­ 
sand things in the world that we ought 
to be mad at. There is no harm in 
getting red hot if y ou only bring to 
the forge that which needs hammer­ 
ing. A man who has no power of 
righteous indignation is an imbecile. 
But be sure it is a righteous indigna­ 
tion, and not a petulancy that blurs 
and unravels and depletes the soul. 
A VICTOR AT LAST. 
If, with all the influences favorable 
for a right life, men make so many 
mistakes, how much harder is it when, 
for instance, some appetite thrusts its 
iron grapple into the roots of the 
tongue, aud pulls a man down with 
hands of destruction! If, under such 
circumstauces, he break away , there 
will be no sport in the undertaking, 
no holiday enjoy ment, but a struggle 
in which the wrestlers move from side 
to side, and bend and twist, and watch 
for an opportunity to get in a heavier 
stroke, until with one final effort, in 
which the muscles are distended, and 
the veins stand out, and the blood 
starts, the swarthy habit falls under 
the knee of the victor—escaped at last 
as “with the skin of his teeth.” 
The ship Emma, bound from Gotten- 
burgto Harwich, was sailing on, when 
the man oil the lookout saw something 
that he pronounced a vessel bottom 
up. There was something on it that 
looked like a sea gull, but was after­ 
ward found to be a waving handker­ 
chief. 
In the small boat the crew 
pushed out to the wreck, and found 
that it was a capsized vessel, and that 
three men had been digging their way 
out through the bottom of the ship. 
When the vessel capsized they had no 
means of escape. The captain took his 
penknife and dug away through the 
planks until his knife broke. 
Then an 
old nail was found, with which they 
attempted to scrape their way out of 
the darkness, each one working until 
his hand was well nigh paraly zed, and 
he sank back faint and sick. 
After 
long and tedious work, the light broke 
through the bottom of the ship. 
A 
handkerchief was hoisted. Help came. 
They were taken on board the vessel 
and saved. 
Did ever men come so 
near a watery grave without dropping 
into it? How narrowly they escaped! 
—escaped only “ with the skin of their 
teeth. ” 
There are men who have been cap­ 
sized of evil passions, and capsized 
mid-ocean, and they are a thousand 
miles away from any shore of help. 
They have for y ears been try ing to 
dig their way out. They have been 
tagging away and digging away , but 
they c.y i never be delivered unless 
they will hoist some signal of distress. 
However weak and feeble it may be, 
Christ will see it, and bear down upon 
the helpless craft and take them on 
board; and it will be known in earth 
and in heaven how narrowly they es­ 
caped—“escaped as with the skin of 
their teeth.” 
BUSINESS PERPLEXITIES. 
There are others who, in attempting 
to come to God, must run between a 
great many business perplex ities. 
If 
a man go over to business at 10 o’clock 
in the morning, and comes away at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, he has some 
time for religion; but how shall y ou 
find time for religious contemplation 
when y ou are driven from sunrise to 
sunset, and have been for five y ears 
going behind in business, and are fre­ 
q uently dunned by creditors whom 
y ou cannot pay , and when, from Mon­ 
day morning until Saturday night, 
y ou are dodging bills that y ou cannot 
meet? You walk day by day in un­ 
certainties that have kept y our brain 
on fire for the past three y ears. Some 
with less business trouble than y ou 
have gone crazy . The clerk has heard 
a noise in the back counting room, 
and gone in and found the chief man 
of the firm a raving maniac; or the 
wife has heard the bang of a pistol in 
the back parlor, and gone in, stum­ 
bling over the dead body of her hus­ 
band—a suicide. 
There are in this house today three 
hundred men pursued, harassed, trod­ 
den down and scalped of business per­ 
plex ities, and which way to turn nex t 
they do not know. Now God will not 
be hard on y ou. 
He knows what ob­ 
stacles are in the way of y our being a 
Christian, and y our first effort in the 
right direction he will crown with suc­ 
cess. 
Do not let Satan, with cotton 
bales and kegs and hogsheads and 
counters and stocks of unsalable goods, 
block up y our way to heaven. Gather 
up all y our energies. 
Tighten the 
girdle about y our loins. 
Take an ago­ 
nizing look into the face of God, and 
then say , “Here goes one grand effort 
for life eternal!” and then bound away 
for heaven, escaping as “with the skin 
of y our teeth.” 
CHRISTIAN HEROES. 
In the last day it will be found that 
Hugh Latimer and John Knox and 
Huss and Ridley were not the great­ 
est marty rs, but Christian men who 
went up incorrupt from the contami­ 
nations and perplex ities of Wall 
street, Water street, 
Pearl street, 
Broad street, State street and Third 
street. On earth they were called 
brokers, or stock jobbers, or retailers, 
or importers; but in heaven, Chris­ 
tian heroes. 
No fagots were heaped 
about their feet; no inq uisition de- 
manded from the?n recantation; no 
] soldier aimed a pike at their heart; 
had mental tortures compar­ 


ed with which all phy sical consuming 1 
is as the breath of a spring morning. 
I find in the community a large class 
of men who have been so cheated, so 
lied about, so outrageously wronged, 
that they have lost their faith in every ­ 
thing. 
In a world where every thing J 
seems so topsy -turvey they do not see 
bow there can be any God. They are 
confounded and frenzied and misan­ 
thropic. Elaborate arguments to prove f 
to them the truth of Christianity , o r» 
the truth of any thing else, touch them 1 
nowhere. 
Hear me, all such men. 
I 
preach to y ou no rounded periods, nc 
ornamental discourse, but put my 
hand on y our shoulder and invite 
y ou into the peace of the gospel. 
Here is a rock on which y ou may 
stand firm, though the waves dash 
against it harder than the Atlantic, 
pitchiug its surf clear above Eddy - 
stone lighthouse. 
Do not charge upon God all these 
troubles of the world. 
As long as the
